A few kilo­ 
meters away you can find 
women 
Without v eil*, and their faces un­ 
marred b y tattooing They wear b lue 
trousers which reach to theri ankles. 
Styles Nev er Change. 
A.S for changing dress styles, that 
is nev er heard of. The ones whicn 
exist already are so good tha t a 
m iniature Industry has sprung up 
copying them for American and .the 
European tourists who hav e admired 
the holiday costume.

No doubt Singer haa improved a

knockout of Mandell, 
but he Isn’t

Amos G. W arner, soclol(« lst a t the 
state u niversity, gave his advice and 
encou rgament, and in December ot 
th a t vear a charity 
organization 
was formed with 
Mrs. 
Anna Mc­ 
Cormick as its secretary. In her of­ 
fice a t Twelfth and N streets, she 
attem pted to keep u p the m ember­ 
ship of the organization. 
There was need for a ^ e a t deal 
of relief work to be done the follow­ 
ing year for the Salt Creek flood 
came then.

The w’ork- 
ers are all as carefu lly trained for 
social work as the physician is for 
his profession, and they recognize 
th at the family the man who 
will 
not work needs aid also, while the 
m an himself is a problem entirely 
worthy of their services. They make 
it their bu siness to find ou t why 
men w’ill not su pport their families.

In addition to the offices, 
it inclu ded a w ayfarer’s lodge, qu ar­ 
ters for transient men and women, 
and an indu strial store. W ith the 
coming of the commu nity chest, the 
wayfarer’s lodge was discontinu ed, 
for the city mission, another chest 
agency, took th a t responsibility. The 
qu arters for women and children 
remained a t 
the w’elfare 
society 
headqu arters. 
Inspired Juv enile I» aw. 
The early weltare society seems to 
have been interested in commu nity 
projects and improvements, as well 
as in caring for depiendent families. 
Throu gh its influ ence, the Ju venile 
cou rt act w-as passed in 1905. For 
m any years the secretary of the so­ 
ciety acted as ju venile probation ot- 
ficer, and her recommendations wore 
referred to the Ju venile Ju dge. Rep­ 
resentative men and women in the 
commu nity helped her to solve 'ho 
problems of delinqu ents. 
Since there was no place to hou se 
delinqu ent children temporarily the 
society 
pu rchased 
the 
detention 
home at 745 Rose street, now owned 
by them bu t lea.sed by the cou nty 
commissioners. The following year. 
1906, a visiting nu rse was added to 
the staff of the organization, bu t 
th a t was later taken over by 
the 
city health departm ent. Today su ch 
service is provided by th a t depart­ 
m ent and the Red Cros.s. 
While the society was alw-ays alert 
to commu nity needs and 
started 
many worthwhile movements, it was 
always glad when separate organ­ 
izations

economic development in this coun­ 
try naturally will depend upon the 
course which the world economic 
crisis is taking. Sweden as a pro­ 
ducer depends largely upon exports 
of such goods as wood-pulp, paper, 
iron. ore. machinery, etc., and thus 
will be greatly affected by the buy;- 
ing capacity or Incapacity, of for­ 
eign markets. 
The first obvious sign.s of a de­ 
cline could be noticed as early as 
towards the end of the pa.st year, 
when difficulties aro.se in .sales of 
wood goods and cellulose. The past 
months brought about similar diffi­ 
culties for such vital industries of 
this country a.s, for instance, paper, 
cardboard and iron production.

The bu sy world does not 
alway s take note o#sw ne of the 
m ost significant contrlbu aons to 
Its welfare. 
T he ou tflow of Ne­ 
braska talent, scattered ov er the 
cou ntry , dy namic, energetic, whole­ 
heartedly pou ring Its best into the 
bu ilding of modern clv iliiation, may 
escape attention of tha t state from 
which su ch talent came. 
B u t stu dents of Nebraska — be­ 
liev ers in Nebraska’s « » ntrlbu tlons 
to the world, which m ay be of 
more u ltim ate 
significance 
than 
the bou nteou s crops produ ced to 
feed hu ngry cities, hav e gathered 
together some of the more impor­ 
ta nt achiev ements of Nebraskans 
and former Nebraskans.

Beatrice is not only a successful and

There are fiv e p ublic p arks, one of 
which is 50 acre.s in area, bordered by 
the beautiful Blue riv er. 


Educationally Beatrice is forem ost 
among cities of its size. 
There are ten

roll men of more than 2,500. 


The name of Beatrice was deriv ed by 
the colony of 25 p eop le who had se­ 
lected a site for the County Seat of 
Gag e County . They p rop osed two names 
for the County Seat — W heatland and 
Beatrice and the one receiv ing the most 
v otes between the two should be the 
name of the County Seat, 
Miss Julia 
Beatrice Kinney receiv ed 16 v otes and 
W heatland 9 ami so the county seat 
was named Beatrice on the 21st day of 
May , 18 57 , and was nam ed a fte r 17 
y ear old daug hter of Judg e Kinney . 


The first school was built in 18 62, 
Oliv er Townsend being the first teach­ 
er. 
Rev . D. H. May p reached the first 
sermon in Beatrice in the y ear of 18 57 . 
At the end of the y ear of 18 69 the B ur­ 
ling ton Railroad came into Beatrice, 
and three y ears later the Union Pacific 
and then the Rock Island.

In keeping with the increase in 
popu lation which Lincoln has en­ 
joy ed d u ring the pnst three-qu ar­ 
ters of a centu ry the United States 
postoffice, with Its su bsid iary sta­

Accord ing to 
the earliest record s av ailable, re- 
ceints of the Lincoln office hav e In­ 
creased from $12.49 7.40 in 1876 to 
$9 56 .9 40.16 in 19 29 , 
J S Gregory was the first post- 
ma.her In Lancaster cou nty . He re­ 
ceiv ed id s appointment in 1803 as 
postmaster 
of 
Gregory ’s 
Basin 
which was sometimes known as 
Salt Basin.

If the equipment should be motor-' 
ized. The second, and this was a 
major reason, was the fact that by 
the time motor machinery had come 
into general use elsewhere, Lincoln 
was not in a position financially 
it was thought at the time, to 
spare the money, because of finan­ 
cial restrictions.

Inside a set, any 
piece of metal constitutes a circuit 
and, it is safe to say. carries a cer­ 
tain amount of current of high fre­ 
quency when the set is operated and 
consequently, circulating 
currents 
of greater or lesser magnitudes are 
established in them. These currents 
do not .seriously impair the opera­ 
tion of the set and u.sually hav e no
